Thank you for the 
opportunity to speak. 


My name is Daria Pannesi and | reside at 1497 Mass Ave in Arlington. 


lam here as a nearly 30-year resident of Arlington and as the Owner 
and Founder of a local dog walking, pet sitting and dog training 
business, called StrutnPup LLC. 


Over the past decade, | have been steadily growing and expanding 
StrutnPup to over 300 dogs throughout Arlington, Belmont, Lexington, 
Winchester and Medford. Since the pandemic we’ve doubled our staff 
and we are now approaching our goal of 20 employees by the end of 
the year. 


During the pandemic, families everywhere acquired more dogs than 
ever before. When | started StrutnPup, there were approximately 1,900 
dogs in the Arlington community. According to the Town Clerk’s 
Department there were nearly 3,000 dogs registered in 2022. The need 
for a reputable and reliable doggy daycare is at its greatest than ever 
before as Arlington residents are now going back to the office. 


After multiple attempts to start a business in Arlington, | was gutted 
when | had to abandon my dreams of opening a daycare here. Due to 
the current zoning laws, we were forced to explore alternative options 
in other communities- like Saugus, Tewskbury, Acton and Southboro. 


One of our attempts to open here was a location off of Dudley Street in 
the Industrial Zone. A 10,000 square foot warehouse that we were 
going to transform into a daycare. It was perfectly situated away from 
any residential area. The landlord was so excited to see another type of 
business coming into what has become primarily an auto zone. With 
high hopes | worked with a local attorney, Bob Annese, who thought 
we might be able to secure a Special Permit, however to our 
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disappointment he reported back that this could not be done due to 
the zoning issues. After months of planning and negotiating, with all 
parties eager and ready, we had to walk away. 


Arlington has become such a vibrant and diverse community over the 
years. | have seen the transformation firsthand and | love being a part 
of its fabric. So why is it that a small, local business with a proven track 
record, trained staff, and eager clientele have been pushed out from 
the community we service and live in? We are willing to comply with 
any regulations needed, however, we are restrained by red tape. 


| really hope that we are able to change the law to bring in services that 
are in dire need as well as bring in more local jobs to the area boosting 
its economy and value. 


We have supported and invested into this community through events 
like “Bark for Life Cancer Relay” walk, the Recreation Department’s 
“Dog Days of Summer at the Rez,” the “Purple Puppy Promenade for 
Alzheimer’s,” and donated to “Save A Dog” shelter where two of our 
staff regularly volunteer. 


We submit to this group about 65 letters and statements from our 
current clients. These statements were prepared in less than 12 hours 
before this zoning hearing. The overwhelming support and the rapid 
call to action we witnessed from our client’s has been humbling and | 
could not be prouder of what my team and | have created.

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Dear Members of the Arlington Redevelopment Board, 


We are writing to support the change in zoning laws to allow animal daycares in the Industrial Zone, as there 
is an urgent need for more dog daycares in Arlington. We are further writing in support of Daria Pannesi’s (a/k/a 
“Strut-N-Pup, LLC”) application to open a dog daycare in Arlington, which Arlington denied due to this law. 


As you are likely aware, many families adopted dogs while working from home during the pandemic. This 
sharp increase in dogs in the area resulted in a well-documented vet shortage—and since businesses have 
mandated a return—a dog daycare shortage. Many families currently lack adequate care as local daycares, such as 
CrateEscape in Belmont and GoPlay in Arlington, cannot meet this increased need due to no fault of their own. As 
more businesses mandate returns to the office in 2023, the need for safe and reliable daycare options will continue to 
rise and Arlington residents will continue to struggle to find daycares. 


We would like to share our story for context as we are one of these families struggling to find daycare 
because of the lack of available daycares in Arlington. Despite being on waiting lists for local daycares for several 
months, we have not secured a spot. Thus, our only option is to use a daycare in Malden, as this daycare is the 
closest option with availability that is conducive to our commute into Boston. Attending a daycare in Malden instead of 
a daycare in Arlington has several negative impacts on our lives and the greater Arlington community. First, it 
requires us to drive to work in Boston so that we can drop off our dog in Malden when we normally would take public 
transport. Driving to work every day contributes to the pollution in the Greater Boston Area and global warming— 
something that Arlington actively tries to combat by adopting several other green policies. On a personal level, we 
have to leave our house earlier in the morning as our commute now takes over an hour and we pay a high cost of 
over thirty dollars a day for parking in Boston. A daycare in Arlington would resolve all these concerns. With more 
local facilities, we could walk to daycare and then take the bus to work, an option that is environmentally conscious 
and supports Arlington’s goal of combatting global warming. On a personal level, this would save time commuting 
and save over thirty dollars per day on parking. Separately, by having to travel to Malden to attend daycare, we are 
unable to support fantastic local Arlington businesses. 


Daria and Strut-N-Pup are seeking to provide a solution to this critical need affecting many Arlington 
residents by establishing a daycare in Arlington and Arlington has actively prevented them from doing so, citing this 
antiquated zoning law. We have been customers of Strut-N-Pup for almost two years for pet sitting and dog walking. 
Daria and her team are nothing short of wonderful. Not only are they experienced small business professionals, but 
they are also passionate about pet care, exuding kindness and devotion to every pet they serve. For example, when 
providing pet-sitting services, Strut-N-Pup employees are responsive, responsible, and take great care of our pets 
and our home, often leaving our home cleaner than we do. Any daycare run by Strut-N-Pup would operate in a similar 
manner: the facility would be clean and welcoming and the pets would be in a loving environment. A Strut-N-Pup 
daycare is the kind of business Arlington needs because Strut-N-Pup represents what Arlington stands for—a 
compassionate small business, focused on diversity, and devoted to the Arlington community and the well-being of 
their customers. 


We appreciate Arlington’s concerns regarding dog daycares, and we would like to reassure you that any 
daycare established and operated by Daria and her team at Strut-N-Pup would positively contribute to the safety and 
welfare of our community.
